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CAPITOL AND GROUNDS. 

I am glad to be able to report that the general condition of the 
Capitol has been improved during the year. The roof is in better 
condition and the interior decorations have been renewed in many 
of the rooms. A suction cleaner has been installed by the Spencer 
Turbine Cleaner Co. of Hartford, which has proved a great success, 
both in labor saving and improved sanitary condition of the 
building. 

The driveways upon the capitol grounds have been treated with 
the Tarvia process during the past season. They now present a 
uniformly hard and durable surface, which is expected to last for 
some years.
